THE OHINESER TREATY. 


It is Fayorably Reported With 
Two impertant Amehaments. 
WasHINGTON, May 3.—I9 secret ses- 

sion to-day Senator n reported 
back tae Chinese treaty from the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relation#,, 
with the reeccmmendation of the com- 
mittee that it be ratified. The com- 
mitte has ‘wo minor amendments— 
one provid ng that the prohibitional 
features of the treaty shall apply to 
those who are row absent from. the 
country, regardiess of any certificates 
they may hold. The other requires 
that «ll classes be privileged to return 
apon presentidbg certificates issaed 
subsequent to the presenttime. Sher- 
man asked that the treaty be tuken up 
to-day, but objection was made and it 
went over. 


The Pope’s Decree. 

Lonpon, May 3.—It is scated that 
the Papal decree and Cardinal Mon- 
aco’s-circular to the bishops are con- 
sidered preliminary steps to further 
action in Irish affairs, A special con- 
uregation of the Propaganda, com- 
posed exclusively of cardinals, are 
now examining several questions re- 
lative to the [rish quesiion, upon 
which it will formally vote. Cardinal 
Simeoni has. submiited at least ten 
points to the vonyregation, The Vati- 
can appears resolved that those op- 
posing its decisions will plaee them 
outside the pale of the moral and 
Christain law.
